Another sign of improvement 
economically is recorded in the 
register of “sleepers” in the 
city jail. This winter, so far, 
compared with the same per- 
icd last winter, reveals a 23 
per cent decrease in the num- 
ber of transient men who have 
sought municipal shelter. 

Or perhaps, the decrease 1s 
due to the transient camps 
established here and_ there 
about the country for the men 
who seek food and are willing 
to do a little work for it 

Or—maybe the drop in the 
number of men using the city 


jail bunks is due to the mild 
weather. Last winter was also 
a mild one, however. 

At any rate, the figures for 
November, December and Jan- 
uary up to the 25th for this 
winter show a total of 58. For 


the same period last winter the 
total was 76, 
An 18 year old youth was the 


youngest to register this win- 
ter. He gave his home state as 
Michigan. Men, 64 years ot 
age, are oldest to register 
Ages from 26 to 48 are the 
most frequent ones recorded 
as the transients sign the city’s 
hotel register. 

Ags long as there is room in 
the jail, it is the policy of the 
city to provide shelter for those 
who ask it. This courtesy is 
granted on the theory, prob- 
ably, that as long as the men 
are in the district, it would 
be better for them to be in the 
jail, rather than meandering 
around during ya night
